The 
Empress got up at 6 o'clock, dressed lei- 
surely, and had a breakfast of milk and 
porridge, at which meal she was occupied 
in reading memorials, 

At 8.o'clock she repaired. to the aud- 
jepce hal}. “At these’ audiences many 
people were so seared of. her that when 
ghe asked then a question they could: not 
answer, ber.,, When she decided on ap- 
pointments she merely asked the Et- 
peror if they were all right and ‘hy in- 
variably assented, After the audiences 
she would’ retire, change her dress, and 
go fér a walk, It was very-amusing to 
see her start off accompanied by ber 
Jadies—the Emperor never went with her 
—with a host of servants following be- 
hind carrying her clothes, her, powder 
puffs and toilette articles and .anything 


she wanted... The last person in the, pro- { 


cession was a boy who carried a stool 
for her and would put it down wherever 
she wanted to sit. 
> UNHAPPY. COOKS. 
At lunch, which she tock anywhere her 
fancy; dictated, she played a kind’ of 


‘rolitaire game. “She ulways started .with 


dessert and oi kinds of -s ments, of 
which she partook.over freely. lt was 
then announced that her junch wus 
ready. A hundred.-dishes were always 
prepared .for her although, of course, 
she did. not taste them all, - She 
employed a 100 cooks and some idea .of 
her staff could be gauged from the fact 
that there were about 700 eunuchs in the 
Suinmey Palace, Her kitchen’ was a won- 
derfu] place with ‘stoves nll along the 
walls, ‘Her cooks were the most un- 
happy people Ihave ,ever met,” said 
Mrs. White, “for if she tasted o dish 
se iid not like. she'would at once order 
the offending, cook to be punished.” 

After lunch she would take a long 
walk., It was a very curious thing to ace 
her ascending steps, for a eunuch would 
walk behind her with a yellow cushion 
with which, he would push her up from 
behind so that she only. had .to ure her 
fect.
